He . had 
of the man and woman of God, 
Deliverances past laid stronger 
foundations for faith in deliver- 
ances to eome. 

Trust for the Future 

This principle underlies St. 
Paul's faith when he exclaims, "I 
know whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that He is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto Him against that day." Past 
ventures of his soul upon the keep- 
ing power of his Omnipotent, 
Saviour had intensified his trust 
in Him for still greater things, all 
along the future, up to the very 
day of Judgment. 

Confidence in the stability of 
the physical world keeps us from 
fear as we dash through the sky 
at break-neck speed on this planet 
which we call earth, and whieli 
is bowling along its orbit at a 
perilous pace. This faith in na- 
ture, or rather in Him who pre- 
sides over nature, is not. only the, 
ehami whieli allays our fears of 
future ills, but it is the spring of 
all our activity and the secret of 
all our success in attaining ma- 
terial good. 

Basis for Assurance 

When will the followers of 
Christ learn that "the God of all 
grace" affords in His recorded 
promises just as stable a ground 
of trust as the God of nature? 
Yea, more stable, inasmuch as 
physical laws, in the. ease of mir- 
acles, have occasionally been sus- 
pended for the attainment of 
spiritual ends. Thus God shows 
that the kingdom of grace is sup- 
erior to the kingdom of nature. 
The laws of (he former were 
never, and never will be, suspend- 
ed to attain the inferior ends of 
the latter. Here is the basis for 
even a firmer assitrancc of the nn- 
changcablciicss of God. 

Many a person weak in faith 
loses sight of this great fact, and 
is deaf to the jnbilant song of' 
those who stand on Christ, the 
solid Rock. Hence the doubter 
goes about in sadness, expressing 
bis fears about Ihe sufficiency of 
Christ to keep him amid future 
temptations, though we would 
blush at the very thought, of 
•(ucstionmg the permanency of 
nature's provisions for his fiiture 
physical support in the sunlight, 
air, water, and animal wheat har- 
vests. 

It is the lack of this faith iu 
Jesus Chrisl that makes so many 
people timid in conflict, weak for 
burden-bearing, doleful in view 



of the futnre, and. spiritual pau- 
pers all their days. They are not 
kept, for the divine safeguard of 
the saints is that they "are kept 
by the power of God through 
faith." Human and divine agen- 
cies unite in keeping the soul. It 
is ours to trust in Jesus; it is 
His to keep us by His power. For 
this very purpose His representa- 
tive and successor, "another Com- 
forter," is sent to abide in the 
heart of him who trusts. A de- 
finite act of self-surrendering 
faith admits Him; a continuous 
attitude of submissive trust re- 
tains Him. "The constancy of His 
presence and power girds the soul 
with "might in the inner man." 

Sit down with your Concordance, 
and trace, through the writings 
of John and Paul, the words 
"abide," "dwell," and "remain," 
You will be both surprised and 
as they are used in connection 
with tl'ie Holy Spirit in the soul 
of the man and woman of God 
strengthened by this research. If 
your old doubts should ever re- 
cur — whieli God forbid ! — g i v e 
yourself another Bible-reading on 
the word "able," in the New 
Testament, as it is related to 
power over sin and power to do 
effectual service for God. Ac- 
quaintance with the promises fer- 
tilizes the heart and prepares it 
for the upspringing of faith. 
Begets Spiritual Weakness 

A inau of mighty faith was ask- 
ed why the average person who 
professed to follow Christ bad so 
little faith in Him. He promptly 
replied, "Because he is so little 
acquainted with Him." Heart ig- 
norance of Christ begets heart-dis- 
trust, and this in turn begets 
spiritual weakness, over which 
Satan easily triumphs. 

A mistake which is so common 
.as to be almost universal is that 
wc arc to be kept from yielding to 
sin ,by our strong resolutions, fix- 
ing our will as a flint against that 
•temptation. All who know noth- 
ing of Divine grace and the gift 
of the Holy Spirit teach Salvation 
by good resolutions. Many have 
trusted this keeping power, and 
have made a wretched failure 
The Bible seheme is to commit the 
keeping of our soul wholly to an- 
other, even Christ. The attitude 
of the watchful soul is to be that 
of Peter's eyes when he first step- 
ped from the ship upon the waters 
of the sea — Looking unto Jesus. 
Wait Upon the Lord 

Weakness, not strength, comes 
from a eonstant survey of the 
hosts in the battle array against 
yon. Power comes into the pal- 
sied arm when the eye turns 
wholly towards the Angel of Je- 
hovah, who eneampetb around 
about them that fear God. Philo- 
sophy says, "Grow strong hy a 
downright grapple with 'the 
threatening foeman"; hut the' 
Gospel of the Old Testament, a^ 
well as that of the New, saffs, 
/"They that wait upon the L#d 
shall renew their strength."

Races of the Dark Continent — Great Results from small Beginnings 

— A Convert s Triumphant ending. 



Interview with Lieut -Colonel Clark

Crawled to the Hillside

with influential neighbors to buy 
, a farm of 10,000 nereH by histol- 
yncnts, with money the young men 



had earned in the mines. Of the 
£] 1,000, £4,000 had been paid 
when all was lost. 

"From the disaster, however, 
Ephraim and the other Christians 
afterwards emerged. They bought 
a fiOO-ncre farm, which has pros- 
pered. A building thereon has 
been given over for Army pur- 
poses, including a day school at- 
tended by nearly ninety little ones. 
Ephraim is Sergeant-Major of the 
Corps. Recently Army Officers 
visited there. They had to cross 
a tributary of the Tiigela, and 
where the weir was broken Eph- 
raim made them use one of his 
own feet as a stepping-stone. Af- 
terwards they were distressed to 
sec that his Foot was badly bleed- 
ing. Tt appeared that sharp points 
projected in the submerged roek. 
The Zulu disciple of Christ had 
preferred that he should suffer 
rather than they." 

Jjient.-Colonel Clark went on to 
tell me about the wonderful way 
in which, on all sides, The Army's 
work is opening np right through 
the country, not- only north of the 
Transvaal through Matabcleland. 
Mashonaland, and Northern Rho- 
desia, but also in the Portuguese 
East country. ■ Everywhere there 
is an urgent demand for more 
Officers. 

Turned out of Kraaf 

Questioned as to the persecution 
of Converts by .heathen relatives, 
Lieut.-Colonel Clark replied : 

"Happily it is diminishing, 
though instances frequently occur. 
For example, there was the case of 
a converted native boy, who work- 
ed for an Army Officer. The boy's 
father thrashed him and turned 
him out of his kraal. But the 
Offiee-r knew nothing of this till 
afterwards, as the boy uttered no 
complaint. 

"Meanwhile his mother, per- 
ceiving that her lad had found i 
something in religion, took to at- 
tending The Army Meetings, at 
one of which the boy's sister be- 
came converted. The enraged 
father beat mother and daughter, 
breaking the girl's leg in a drunk- 
en frenzy. Finding out what was 
happening, the Officer intervened, 
with the result that the thrashings 
ceased, except when the father 
was drunk. 

"A grievance with him wns that 
converted members of his family 
would no longer eat meat he sac- 
rificed to Mndhlozi— meat he him- 
self greedily devoured. ■ The pres- 
ent, position is that though the 
man reinnins in spiritual darkness, 
lie does not. persecute the con- 
.verted members of his house- 
hold." 

Asked as to the dawning of Di- 
vine light in heathen darkness, 
the Colonel said: 



"Ofleu great results follow 
from what seem small beginnings. 
Take the ease of Maqili. From 
the Portuguese country he went to 
Johannesburg, then to Kimberley, 
and afterwards to Cape Town. 
But nowhere in his travels did he 
hear of God until one day he 
found himself at an Army Meet- 
ing. Noting Maqili's eager face, 
an Officer asked if he wished to be 
converted. 'Yes,' was the reply. 
Convert's First Victory 

"They went to the penitent- 
form and at first Maqili sat on it. 
The Officer invited him to pray. 
'What's that?' he replied. Every- 
thing had to be explained. Next 
day he was about to fight some 
one who had stolen his blanket. 
'No,' he said, gaining his first vic- 
tory, 'last night I promised not 
to drink, smoke, fight or swear.' 
From that time his development 
was continuous, and to-day he is 
one qf our leading native Offi- 
cers." 

Onee illumined, the native mind 
is capable of realizing fine shades 
of spiritual truth, as was proved 
by the following henutiful story. 

"During one of Colonel Smith's 
tours in Zulnland, after a day of 
speeial Meetings in the Mooi 
River Thorns, wc set out for our 
lodgings by a route enabling us 
to visit one of our Sergeants, re- 
ported to bo dying. An hour's rid- 
ing through very rough eoimtry 
brought us to the kraal— four 
dwelling huts and the usual store- 
houses grouped about a circular 
enclosure where cattle grazed. 
'"The head of the kraal was a 
heathen, who resented the new 
aspirations which had possessed 
the hearts of some of his children 
since they hegan to attend Salva- 
tion Army Meetings. He was sat- 
isfied with the round bee-hive hut 
fitted with a centre fire-place, and 
he desired no furniture beyond 
blocks of wood for seats and pil- 
lows, some mats for beds, and a 
few clay vessels for beer and food. 
Crept into the Hut 

"On nil fours we crept into a 
iiut, and found the children hnd 
had their way in securing a few 
things, indicating the desire for a 
new life. A chair was brought for 
the Colonel, a box for myself. A 
tea-pot, with cups and saucers, 
appeared instead of the beer pots, 

"On a mat lay the man we 
sought — Joseph, as he had hcen 
named. It was while at Johan- 
nesburg that he met the Army, 
was * converted, and became a 
loyal Soldier. Then his leg was 
hurt in an ivceident, and neglect 
led to blood-poisoning. One of 
our Officers found the ponr fellow 
in great suffering, and caused his 
immediate removal to hospital for 
treatment. The delay had, how- 



ever, sealed him for death. Am- 
putation took place but it could 
only serve to put off the end for 
a little while. He returned to his 
father's kraal to die. ' 

"Cattle had been paid to his 
sweetheart's parents, but now the 
animals were returned, as mar- 
riage was out of the question. 
With patience on his straw mat. 
and tended by his old mother, 
who was still without God. he 
watched for the setting of his sun 
and its rising in a better country. 
But on Joseph returning helpless, 
his benighted and unreasoning 
father showed scorn that he. a 
young man, should lie about the 
kraal instead of earning money in 
the gold fields. That scorn rankled 
in Joseph's mind, and this was a 
eloud in his sunset. 

"We found he had been ehcered 
and helped by the Officers, and all 
seemed ready for the Home-going. 
One day the watchers said, 'He 
is gone.' Such was not the ease, 
however, for after being as dead 
for some time, he revived: and 
this is the story Joseph told us: 
Remarkable Dream 

"He came to a beautiful city. 
which was fenced' around and to 
whieb entrance eould be obtained 
only through the gateway. .This 
was guarded by shining beings 
with drawn swords, and they 
would not let him pass.

Thc Prayer Meeting, however, had 
scarcely begun before men and wo- 
men began to come forward, and in 
spite of every difficulty sixty were 
counted at the mercy seat. One was 
a Norwegian, who, as soon as he 
found liberty, pleaded for a Norweg- 
ion Bible so that he might begin family 
worship at his house 1 .

amongst the West Indians who had 
emigrated from Jamaica and the other 
islands: and the country's being at 
war made it more difficult. Our uni- 
form was a great atraction to thc 
people. Many thought we were con- 
nected with some foreign government, 
and 1 could not travel far without 
being held up by thc police, who fan- 
cied I was a spy. Often I was car- 
ried off to thc police station. 

On my arrival at Habarta my uni- 
form aroused keen interest, and I 
was able lo talk to many friends for 
thc Army. My first meeting was con- 
ducted in a convcnlilla, where a large 
crowd of Jamaicans were living. 
Cubans also attended the meeting, 
which was divided up into English 
and Spanish. 

In a place named Baragua, a sugar 
plantation. 1 found a few Army com- 
rades who had emigrated from Jama- 
ica and Barbados, and they themselves 
had hegun to hold meetings. Souls 
were getting saved and Soldiers en- 
rolled. To-day we have had the 
pleasure of dedicating thirty-six chil- 
dren to God and the Army. 

At Santiago de Cuba we had diffi- 
culty in finding Quarters. ICventually 
wc secured a small house with two 
bed-rooms and a dining-room, the 
dining-room serving ihc purpose of ;i 
Day School and Meeting Room. Some 
glorious seasons were experienced 
there, and men and women came to 
thc Cross and arc to-day Soldiers in 
the Army. Mrs. Adjutant 'finer un- 
furled the first Flag and commenced 
the Young People's work there. 
There arc a number of Corps Cadets 
..:; . ......kI„i^o in thc Corps. Also a

Daring a visi'. to Guantanaino, a 



geant-Major of thc Corps. In two 
years 1 have had the privilege of ded- 
icating fifty-six children to God and 
thc Army at Bancs, while at Chapara 
Orictc the comrades wanted a Flag 
so much they could not wait until one 
came from England ; they made one 
themselves, and were vcijv proud of it. 

Visiting out on the plantations I 
met with an old gentleman from Ja- 
maica who asked if 1 could do some- 
thing for his people at a place called 
Baltic. He said, "There is a church 
there and nobody lo preach for us. 
Come and help us. and conic now.'' 
He was walking home, a distance of 
three miles, so 1 went with him. On 
my arrival I found a good number of 
Americans and Canadians, who gave 
me some financial help, and at once 
opened up a Corps. 

Wc have five Day Schools and nine 
Corps in Cuba, and there arc still 
thousands of people who have never 
yet been touched by ihe Army. We 
find it diflicult to get about the country 
on the sugar estates as disitvires arc 
long. Sometimes I travel on sugar 
trains, at others 011 horseback, in 
cow carts, and on foot. 

Some time ago I was conducting an 
Opcn-Air Meeting on a sugar planta- 
tion, and after the meeting had closed 
a man came up to mc and said, "Oil, 
Captain, the - service has been like 
refreshing rain. Nobody has ever 
been to this place before with the 
Gospel, It is over seven years since 
1 was at a Meeting. Do come again." 
Another man at Santiago de Cuba 
said he had not been in a Meeting for 
twenty-seven years, and had enjoyed 
the Army so much that he would al- 
ways attend the Army. Hundreds

AT its Congress here the Army 
basks in the sunshine both of 
the heavens and of Heaven. 
The weather is superh, and Hetsing- 
fors' distinctive modern architecture, 
with its white and bright 'frontages, 
stands forth aglow beneath the rich 
blue sky. An Officer who has attend- 
ed twenty of Finland's Congresses 
says this is the best of them all.

And 
the new spirit is the old spirit— but 
strengthened, developed, matured, and 
enlarged. A world-conquering zeal is 
filling the General's heart in the first 
place, and, in the second, is over- 
flowing' into the Army he so energetic- 
ally leads.

A Mighty Key-fact 

Addressing huge, spell-bound con- 
gregations in the stalely Opera House, 
the beautiful Johannes Church (in 
size, a small cathedral) and the great 
democratic Student's House, the Gen- 
eral has revealed himself as more 
than ever realizing that not only per- 
sonal Salvation is acceptable by, and, 
necessary for, all races, nations, and 
classes, but that it is the mighty key- 
tact of supreme importance for man — 
the key-fact that remedies and cancels 
all earthly misery and imperfection 
and unlocks the doors of eternity.

Precautions Should Therefore be Taken Lest They Spoil the Household 
Food Supplies 

JOOD "spoils," i.e., ferments, (cooked meat, vegetables, etc.) 
should be cooled as soon as pos- 
sible, (lien placed in the' ice-box 
or cnlil cellar. 

Be Cautious with Jams 

Since foods tainted in t lie slight- 
est degree are not til for food, 
they should not be permitted to 
become tainted.; the best plan is 
lo cat, them before there is any 
chance for that. For this reason, 
unless one bus good facilities for 
keeping 1hin«s, e.g., a cold-storage 
room, it is well to buy in fairly 
small (|uantitios. In many of the 
new houses an ice-room with walls 
insulated against heal is now be- 
ing put In the cellar, with a dumb- 
waiter running up to Ibe kitchen 
upon which food can be placed 
and lowered or raised at will. 

Tainted food should not be cat- 
en because it may at any time 
cause ptomaine poisoning, a seri- 
ous disease. 

Bacteria and spores of all hinds 
cannol withstand great heat. Thai 
is w-Jiy "canning'' is possible: 1hc 
germs are first hilled, then kept 
out by .sealing. That is why. also, 
milk i.s pasteurized — to hill pos- 
sible germs of liiberenlo.sis. 

Every housewife knows that if 
slu- is afraid milk or cream will 
in the sunshine (unless i.n extreme not keep sweet, or thai fruit will 
heat) is healthful, and bright sour, the best thing to do is to re- 



souvs or pulrifies. because of 
the action nf various yeast- 
spores, mould-spores and bacteria 
that get in from the air. Of course 
these germs and spores are invis- 
ible; you cannot see them, but you 
soon see the result of their work 
after they have increased to mil- 
lions in nnything suitable for them 
to grow in. Most of them are some- 
what like plants in nature, and 
they increase in a variety of ways, 
by cell-division, etc. The yeast- 
spores (which cause fermenta- 
tion). develop best in liquid, sugar 
substances: the bacteria (which 
cause put refaction) develop in 
such substances n* meat, boiled 
vegetables, milk; while the monld 
spores grow well on moist bread, 
top of jelly or jam, cheese, damp 
cloth (mildew), etc. 

Can't Live in Cold 
All of these agencies which 
destroy food flourish best in 
warmth, darkness and moisture. 
They can't live in extreme cold; 
therefore placing foods on ice, in 
cold storage, "keeps 7 ' them. Bac- 
teria, disease bacilli can't live ii). 
bright sunshine ; therefore clothes 
dried iii bright sunshine are dis- 
infected, and living out of doors 



At Port Dover, on Lake Erie 
there was recently unveiled a monu- 
ment in memory of" the first white 
men who set foot in this part of the 
new world.

WET WOOD DOES NOT 
DECAY 

1 1 is a common idea that moist 
wood is more subject to decay than 
dry wood. That this is only true 
within certain limits is poinLed out 
by' the Forest Products Laboratories, 
of Canada (Dominion Forestry 
Branch) who state that recent in- 
vestigations indicate that wood 
which contains less than 2? per cent 
or more than 60 per cent of water is 
nol subject to decay by wood-des- 
li-oying fungi. Examples of the pro- 
tective effect of moisture extend 
further back in lime than the foun- 
dations of medieval buildings to the 
pre-lu'storic piles of the Swiss Lake 
Dwellers. The laiter timbers have 
been' submerged in water for thous- 
ands of years without becoming un- 
sound. The most modern application 
of the principle may he seen in cer- 
tain large Canadian pulp'mills where 
the immense stacks oT pulpwood arc 
sprinkled wiih water. This sprink- 
ling not only prevents rotting hut 
is ii most efficient means for the pre- 
vention of fire.
